•they have yet this season. Almost 
completely outplaying the Reed 
eleven, a somewhat sluggish but 
■tough outfit, the locals drove 178 
yards through scrimmage to the 
asters 66, and spilled the Grif- 
fins for a total of 58 yards lost 
toy scrimmage. 

Paving the way for the first 
paydirt was Full: ick Spud An- 
Jteny who ran a nt A center hand- 
off play through a big hole in the 
Heed line ■ and broke away for a 
33-yard scamper to the Reed 7 in 
the tenth minute of the first quar- 
ter. Three plays later hustling 
Bert Keifer passed a forward to 
End Dave Fendall on the side who 
Jn turn tossed a lateral to little 
Ray Warner, who slipped into the 
end zone standing up. Ankeny's 
■conversion was good. Another Pa- 
. cific thrust was. made in the sec- 
ond canto when they went as far 
as . the 19 but lost the ball on an 
intercepted pass. ' 

Second half play started off all 
P.C. as the Quakers drove their 
-way from their own 47 to Reed's 
23, but an attempted pass by An- 
keny was abruptly intercepted by 
Maki of Reed and run 80 yards to 
the goal stripe behind a flock of 
Reed blocking. 

Pacific's final tally came in the 
losing minutes of the third quar- 
ter when Gene Smith, playing a 
substitute guard for the- Quakers, 
leaped up from his post, partially 
muddled a Reed pass attempt and 
pulled the pigskin out of the air. 
•On the next play Ankeny again 
broke away through center and 
vent 51 yards to score. His try for 
nt was good and the Quakers 
it up 14-6. 
lighty Reed thrust in the last 
uinutes gave the Quakers a 
. Ankeny's attempt to punt on 
tiis own 35 was blocked and re- 
overed on the P.C. 33. Three 
plays took Reed to the 10 where 
penalty took them to within one 
rd of the goal stripe. The whole 
center of the Quaker line tighten- 
ed and in four downs the Reed- 
sters were unable to push it over. 
.Standing out defensively were 
Quakers' Roger Thompson,

Dear Editor: 

Here are the highlights of a sur 
vey made by Stanford university 
in several hundred colleges to 
study campus leadership respon- 
sibilities. 

They need to be looked over and 
regarded here at P.C. 

1. We learn by doing, and 
therefore where there is no self 
activity there is no learning. 

2. Students must be so guid- 
ed that they will not overload 
themselves to the detriment of 
their academic and physical well- 
being hut will have abundant op- 
portunity to live the principles of 
mental hygiene in happy, success- 
ful social relationships in which 
each person contributes bis share 
through self-directed purposeful 
activity. 

'3. Actlvitnes should be so or- 
ganized and conducted that stu- 
dents learn; 

(1) To become sensitive to the 
needs, desires, and rights of others. 

(2) To work cooperatively for 
the common good, conforming in- 
telligently, not blindly, to social 
controls and improving these con- 
trols through wise experiments 
tion. 

(S) To recognize, select, and 
foUow wise and able leadership; 
and to recognize, reject, or repudi- 
ate unwise and Ineffective leader- 
ship. 

(4) To break down all special 
privilege and achieve the largest 
possible equality of opportunity for 
every student. 

(5) To establish a self-impos- 
ed type of law and order conducive 
to the greatest good for the great- 
est number and favorable to the 
greatest possible realization on the 
campus of all of the values of 
democracy. 

Every campus should "grow" its 
own program of student activities 
geared to the needs, interests, and 
purposes of its uniquely constitut- 
ed student body. 

With wise faculty guidance each 
student group can improve its pro- 
gram by formulating its own 
philosophy and seeking earnestly 
to achieve the desired values 
through all campus activities. 

Some student body presidents 
get $50 a month. How can we ex- 
pect results if we do not, at least 
,glve »ur A.S.B. and S t C.D. presi- 
dent their tuition, .they earn it 
and are qualified for it.
